For some days now there has 
been a going-and-coming about 
the Communist cauldron at the 
age-old port of Yalta. We may 
expect indigestion from ‘it. And 
it will be something, too, which 
will require of us flexibility of 
policy and competency of de- 
cision. 

It never made sense—the first 
rumor that Nikita Khrushchev 
had persuaded Yugoslavia'’s Tito 
to go to Russia with him because 
_@ pro-Stalin bloc was fighting 
back. Tito was the arch enemy 
of Stalin, and all those who were 
close to that bloody man. He 
would never have ventured 
across the border had there been 
even a remote chance there was 
an increase in Stalinist strength. 


Myth 
Since his arrival there the Mos- 
cow papers have launched a new 
chapter in the down-grading of 
Stalin. They now are publishing 
that Stalin was not, efter all, the 
great hero of the revolution. He 
was, they are telling the people, 
not on the front where great. de- 
cisions were being made. 

This was done in typically in- 
direct Soviet method to allow 
the world to know there was not, 
as gossip had it in Austria, any 
renaissance of Stalin strength. 

Arrival in Yalta of the Hun- 
garian Communist leader, Erno 
Gero, was further confirmation 
of the undisputed fact some ma- 
jor change in Soviet policy is in 
the making. His predecessor, a 
pet of Stalin, was removed 
months ago on Tito’s demand. 

Poland and Hungary have been 
the most trotiblesome of all the 
Soviet satellites. Poland staged 
a revolt. Prisoners on trial have 
been permitted to denounce the 
terror, cruelties and treacheries 
of the Stalin era. Young men 
and women have told of fathers 
falsely arrested, of mothers 
weeping and dying, of them- 
selves being made to lie and 
swear falsely. 

But—and this is perhaps the 
key to what is happening in the 
conference—they hae said, ““We 
were always Communists.” 

In Hungary there is defiance— 
not of communism, but of Stalin- 
ism. In that country, too, there 
is no possible chance to go back 
to the terror of Stalin’s regime 
unless the Kremlin wishes to 
send more troops, more tanks, 
more bombers.

SCIENTIFIC MEMBERS 


After the move to give Negro 
physicians full membership was 
defeated, the medical society 
passed by unanimous acclamation’ 
a second amendment providing 
for the admission of Negroes as 
‘scientific members.”’ 

The medical society voted in 
1952 to admit Negro physicians 
as. “‘scientific members,”’ but 
there are no members now in that 
classification. 

Scientific members may attend 
all scfentific sessions of the so- 
ciety, but they are not required 
to pay dues and are not eligible 


to vote. 


NEW AMENDMENT 


Dr. McClaren Johnson, pres- 
ident of the society, and Dr.

Trapped as 
Trawler Sinks 


IJMUIDEN, The Netherlands, 
Oct. 4 (UP)—A capsized Polish 
trawler sank off The Netherlands’ 
coast with 10 men aboard tonight 
after trapping the seamen alive in 
a huge air bubble inside the hull 
for six hours. 

The terror-stricken seamen 
could be heard beating frantically 
on the capsized fishing boat's hull 
until just before it slid beneath 
the rough waves of the North Sea 
145 miles off the northwest coast. 
Sister ships of the stricken 
trawler Cyranka stood helplessly 
by as the steel coffin went down 
with the trapped seamen. 

The Norwegian’ vessel Tul Uller, 
with steel-cutting equipment to 
open the hull and free the men, 
was still 55 miles away when the 
itrawler went down, 

But even if the tug had arrived 
in time, seamen said, it might 
have failed to save the Poles. 

The Cyranka’s sister ships 
called for help after the trawler 
turned turtle in rough seas. They 
picked six of her crewmen from 
the waves and took one off the 
overturned hull. 

The 10 men were kept alive in

served to keep the overturned 
ship afloat, radio reports from the 
sister ship Mourekawala said.

Jury Convicts 
Dade Man in

TRENTON, Oct. 4 @® — Paul 
Crane, 34, Thursday was convict- 
ed of murder in the 1951 torture 
death of 80-year-old Junius Nes- 
bit in Dade County. 

The jury, which brought the 
conviction in the early-morning 
hours after first appearing to be 
deadlocked, recommended mercy, 
which automatically means a life 
sentence. 

Nesbit was tortured and fatally 
beaten after he refused to reveal 
the hiding place of money he was 
believed to have. 

Three others besides Crane 
were charged in the slaying.

When I put on the brakes with both legs, to 
keep out of Joe’s catch, I felt as if all the 
muscles in my right leg had pulled out of their 
fastenings. That's what happened. 

In the hospital, my dad and I watched the 
rest of the Series on television.

That’s what I told my dad and that’s what I 
mean now about waking up. 

I wasn’t even on the field, but I could sense 
that the Yankees wouldn’t let anybody pull that 
Stanky trick on them without getting fired up. 
The Yankees won the next three games and the 
Series. 

After the first game this year, an awful lot of 
people told me I should have caught two balls 


which went for singles. They may be right. I 
played against the wall, you could say, when I 


should have played close, because I know I can 
run back to the wall. 


I played much closer in the American League 


than I did in Ebbets Field. I may have been 
wrong, but I didn’t want to let anything get by 
me on that bumpy outfield. 

There is another thing about outfielding at 
this time of year, which the fans may not 
think of, That ig the light. We don’t play day- 
light baseball on the road often enough to be 
experts. But we do in Ebbets Field in the Series. 

‘Watch all the outfielders. They can’t make a 
sure move at this time of year until they get 
sight of the ball over the stands. For most of the 
season the light is good enough to see the ball 
all the way, but now the stands are so dark 
that the outfielder has to wait until the ball 
goes high in the sky, because it would be foolish 
trying to. look into that sharp edge of grand- 
stand darkness and over-the-stand, into-the-eyes 
brightness. 

As a last line, which I understand is neces- 
sary in this newspaper business, I can only 
present my wife.

Key Word 
In Reducing 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

One brush with the form-fit- 
ting fashions and gone is the 
resistance to streamlining 
stretch-bends. That long- 
stemmed look through the mid- 
riff calls for supple slimness 
and will be a challenge to most 
of Eve’s daughters. 

Of course, you don’t have to 
wear this high style—but that 
willowy-slim line is exciting. 

Suppleness is the key word. 
This ‘streteh-bend-roll session 
will help you slim the entire 
midsection, banish any suspi- 
cion of a girdle top roll, and 
smooth the hipline. 

FASHION LADDER 


Climb the fashion ladder with 
this elongated s-t-r-e-t-c-h! 

Position: Standing with feet 
slightly apart, arms arched 
overhead, pull slim through the 
middle. 

Movement: “‘Climb,”’ reach- 
ing high with right arm, feeling 
the pull all along the lateral 
muscles that bound the sides of 
the silhouette — vital territory 
this season. Aim to pull the 
waist up away from the hips, 
and the ribs from the waist. 


IMAGINARY LADDER 


Hold the upstretch ... then 
slowly relax right arm as you 
s-t-r-e-t-c-h with the left arm, 
again pulling all along the left 
side. Keep ‘“climbing’’ | this 
imaginary ladder, until you 
feel thoroughly stretched ... 
about a dozen times. 

Now to smooth out that girdle 
top roll: 

Position: Standing, feet well 
apart, arms stretched overhead, 
pull up firmly. 

Movement: Twist gently at 
waist a quarter of the way 
around. Holding the twist, bend 
to the side-back, pulling 
smoothly. Then, still holding the 
quarter twist, bend forward at 
that angle—hold. Relax. Now 
twist at the waist to the other 
side and follow through with 
bending movements. Warning: 
If your back is not normally 
strong, skip the twist and be 
content with supple side-bend- 
ing. 

SMOOTH HIPLINE 


Finish with a precision roll 
to smooth the hipline: 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor, legs together, arms ex- 
tended on floor beyond head. 

Movement: R-o-l-1 slowly and 
heavily across the hips, clear 
over to fat pad on side of thigh, 
then r-o-l-l back across hips to 
opposite thighline, Make this a 
slow, heavy roll. Roll 10 times, 
rest, then make it 20. Later you 
may wish to double the count.
